Kudzu should be given cultivation 
the first season. A full crop of corn, a 
good crop of potatoes or any other 
similar crop may be raised on the same 
land the first year, so the farmer does 
not lose the use of the land. After the 
first year no cultivation is needed, as 
the plants will cover the ground and 
take root at the joints after the man- 
ner of strawberries, growing so rapidly 
as to choke out weeds and other plants. 
In spite of this manner of growth, it 
is an easy matter to get rid of Kudzu 
if desired, for it has a peculiar habit 
of neither blooming nor bearing seed 
under field culture and the plants will 
sprout only from the crowns and can 
be killed by cutting off these crowns 
with a disk plow in hot, dry weather. — 
When the’crowns of Kudzu roofs are 
cut off and exposed to sunshine for 
half a day or so they are killed, and 
the roots decay. Another method of 
eradicating Kudzu in case one desires 
to put a field back into intertilled 
crops, is to plow late in the fall, and 
plant the following spring to corn, 
beans, potatoes, or any other crop that 
can be given careful cultivation. While 
Kudzu will stand more abuse ethan 
almost any other plant, it is much 
more easily eradicated than alfalfa if 
one wants to get rid of it. Kudzu 
absolutely cannot become a weed pest. 

Growers are now propagating it al- 
most entirely by transplanting young 
plants from old Kudzu fields. They 
prepare the ground the same as for a 
crop of corn and set plants 5 to 10 feet 
apart each way. Setting the plants ten 
feet apart calls for only about 450 
plants to the acre. This is a job not 
nearly so expensive as seeding an acre 
of alfalfa; especially is this so when 
we take into consideration the fact that 
Kudzu does not have to be fertilized. or 
limed.

It Catches Flies, Eats Raw Meat, 
Likes Ants and Bugs 


f, One of the 
i most fascinating 
plants known to 
man. It resem- 
bles the hooded 
cobra of the jun- 
gles of India, 
and is one of 
the few carniv- 
orous plants 
known to sci- 
ence. 

The plant has 
no leaves, the 
stalks are 
twisted and fun- 
nel shape, small 
at the bottom, 
growing larger 
with a rounded 
hood at the top 
from which hang 
two crimson and 
green appendages 
which have the 
appearance of 
feelers or whis- 
kers. 

The hood is beautifully colored, and mottled by 
white translucent areas through which the in- 
terior is lighted. Both hood and appendages bear 
many honey glands, the excretion from which 
tempts bugs, ants, flies, in fact all kinds of in- 
sects toward the mouth, an orifice on the under 
side of the hood, and are lured inside the funnel- 
like stem from which they can not come back, as 
the stem is lined with innumerable little hair-like 
prongs all pointing downward, and once they get 
below a few of these points they have to con-\ 
tinue on downward where the victim is absorbed 
in the digestive fluid or liquid in the bottom of 
the stem. 

The Cobra Orchid, or Darlingtonia, is a peren- 
nial which will grow year after year out of doors, 
provided it is given a shady position and never 
allowed to become dry. Along the banks of a pool 
is an ideal place. It also may be grown as a 
house plant, in pots of sandy soil and leaf mould. 

If kept in a room free from all insects, it is 
advisable once or twice weekly to place a few 
small particles of raw beef, about the size of a 
grain of wheat, in the orifice for its nourishment; 
however, if placed where there are other plants, 
in the average room, a sufficient number of insects 
will be attracted from them, making artificial feed- 
ing unnecessary.

“‘Hardy in Zone 2.’? This means that it will 
survive the winters in any territory marked 
2 or higher, on the map below. As a general 
rule, most plants will survive one zone farther 
north if planted in a sheltered location.
